A series of Interesting experiments 


In which English sparrows have beea 
taught to sing swettly Is recorded by 
Dr. Conradl. says the American Jour- 
nal of Psychology. Tie aim of tbe 
experime'nter has been to determine 
what are the conditions under which 
birds learn and'cling to their trach 
tional cotes. For this purpose he has 
taken very young birds of non cu.ica 
species and kept them entirely with 
songsters, to determine whether they 
would thus acquire the musical cotes. 


In Jcly, U»J. he put four fledling 


English sparrows Into the nest ot a 
pair of singing canaries. Three ct 
theia die-d, bat the fourth survived. 
This one had 
already 
acquired 


sparrow chirp; but. hearing thence- 
forth only the notes of the canary 
he went ca further with the language 
which was bis birthright. Instead, h 
came gradually, 
when among 
the 


canartt*. to give notes different fro: 
sparrow U.IV. Eve-n mien he was si 
knt, if the canaries were singing h» 
could te it*n xcovicg his throat, as i 
he were trying to form the sounds, 
much as a person often audibly fol- 
lows a tons which another Is singing. 
At last these sounds began to be aud- 
ible, and increasingly so. He began 
to give notes In rapid 
succession.
